QUEBEC, Canada, JulyS.—Tho Uro in this 


city last night broke out in tlio stables at- 
tached to tho barracks (it tho citadel. Tho 
stable picket is said to liavo boon nsloep. 
Tho stables and tlio sbods on the ramparts 
nro built entirely of wood, and it Is tho gen- 
oral belief that -.TOodon buildings in such an 
Important fortress to tho citadel, and in a 
place where largo quantities of powder are 
stored, should not' 'have boon" tolerated. An 
investigation will bo hold. 


Tlio excited citizens did not sock their 


Uomes until 3 o'clock in the morning. 
The 


most Intense alarm prevailed throughout the 
city until the fire was got thoroughly ulider 
control. At ono time there were fully 5,000 
men, women, and children walking about 
tho streets. Many made their way to^the 
surrounding country in carriages and carts 
and on foot, .fearing an explosion of tho pow- 
der in-tho magazine would occur. 


Tlijs feeling was, perhaps, most manifest 


along Champlnin street, right under the 
great fortress, as it \vius known that a great 
quantity of powder wns stored 
therein. 


When, therefore, several explosions occurred 
at midnight the people liakl their breath and 
sought the best shelter avaKublo. The crowd 
on tho glacis and on tho hill leading to the 
citadel mado a torriblo rush down the lull 
till they got whore they supposed them- 
selves out of rungo of tliii dangerous missiles. 
This alarm subsided somowhat when it was 
found that no danuigo wus causort, and tho 
subsequent explosions caused little tear.

ing beyond crime, was aimed at societies. 
Ho argued from statistics to proyo that 
tfiero wafl a marked decrease in tho amount 
of agrarian crime in Ireland, and declared 
that tho bill was opposed not only by a heavy 
minority in tho House, but by a majority of! 
tho people of tho country. Tho Government, 
Mr, Gladstono contended, was bound to er- 
tend to oo^upiei-s of ]and in Ireland perfect 
equolity.in rights and practices to those on- 
joyod by English trudesunions, among which 
tho practice of combination and exclusive 
dealing was sanctioned. 
Concluding his 


long speech,'I£r. Gladstone said the state of 
Ireland after'twenty years of oppression and 
•wrong was ono of misery and wretchedness, 
{p.the whole empire of Groat Britain there 
wtis not a square yard of territory that Eng- 
land held by force alone except Ireland. 


Mr. Balfour replying to Mr. Giadslono'3 


charges that the Government had brought in 
tho bill as an alternative to his (Gladstone1?) 
homo rule proposals, said ho felt justified in 
.••uying that if that was tho caso it was amply 
sufficient to recommend tho measure to the 
acceptance of tho House.

THE MAXIM M A C H I N E GUN. 


All EnRlnc TVhlch 1'irea Six Hundrotl 


Slioti l> Minnie. 


Stutislicians inform us that Uic culirs 


loi'-i of li.fe iu wiirs licUveen so-called civU- 
izcii countries from Uic year 17U3 to 1S77 
liiu roaclicil Uie ononnous iimount of 
4.470,000. 
To mimy persons these ligurw 


convey sv sad nccl salutary Icssou. Ou thu 
other Lund, llicre (ire raauy who net as if 
thoy liccdcd or knew thorn not. Headers "\vill 
di_tter us io whether it is laudable or oihcr- 
wine to invent any means by wliich the 
above figures mijht possibly be increased; 
but, leaving the seutiaieittiil part of tho 
subject aside, all will readily unite ia ad- 
miring thu wonderful mechanisia whicii 
makes the Maxim macliino cun an eugiuc 
of terrible dcstruclircness. Particular in- 
terest attaches lo it at the present time ow- 
ing to the fact Unit tbe great African ex- 
plorer, Stanley, provided himself with 
ihis formidable weajjou, to be used defens- 
ively iu the expedition on which ho re- 
cently started for the relief of Kinin Bey. 
Moreover, it obtained a gold ir.cdal at Hie 
Inventions Exhibition, and ha«. been ap- 
proved of, if not. actually adopted, by 
many governments, the Uliincsc Oovcrn- 
mcnt being particularly mentioned as ouo 
of the largest purchasers. 


.Its rate oi'tiring—GOO rounds a minute 


—is at least three times as rapid as that of 
any other machine gun. It has ouly a sin- 
gle barrel, which, when the shot is fivcd, 
j'ecoils a distance ot three-quarters of au 
inch on t'.ie other parts of the gun. 
This 


recoil sets moving Ihe machiuery which 
automatically keeps up a continuous lh'(^ 
at the extraordinary rate of ten rounds a 
second. Each recoil of tho barrel has 
therefore to perform the necessary func- 
tions of extracting and ejecting the empty 
cartridge, of bringing up the next full one 
and placing it in its proper position iu the 
barrel, of cocking the hammer and pulling 
the trigger. As long us tho firing con- 
tinues these fuuctious are repeated round 
after round in succession. The barrel is 
provided with a water jacket, to prevent 
excessive heating; and is so mounted that 
it can be raised or lowered or set at an 
angle, or turued horizontally to the left or 
lo the right. The bore is adapted to the 
present sb.e of cartridges: and the maxi- 
mum 
range is 1,80U yards. The gun 


can 
thcreiorc be made to swoop a 


circle upwards of a mile in radius. 


Xor is the guu excessively heavy, its 


total weight beiuq only 100 pounds, made 
up thus: Tripod, 50 pounds; pivot (ou 
which the guu turns and by which it is 
attached lo the tripod), 1G pounds; guu 
and liriug mechanism, 40 pounds. The 
parts cau be easily detached and convcn 
iently folded for carriage, aud may be put 
together again so quickly that it the belt 
containing the cartridges is in position, the 
first shot can be delivered within ten sec- 
onds. It would, therefore, be extremely 
serviceable iu preventing disaster through 
a body of troops being surprised. Kecou- 
noitering parties, too, would deem it pru- 
dent to pay greater deference to au en- 
Cray's lonely sentry ou advanced outpost 
duty if the latter were provided with this 
new machine gun, instead of the ordinary 
rifle. 


Immediately below the barrel of the gun 


a box is placed containing the belt which 
carries flic cartridges. The belts varv in 
length. Those coiumonly used are seven 
feet long and capable of holding 333 car- 
tridges; shorter ones hold 120 cartridges, 
but the several pieces can bo joined to- 
gether for continuous firing. Single shots 
can be lired at any time, whether the belt 
is in position or not—in the former case 
by pressing a button, which prevents the 
recoil; in thu latter, liy hand-loading in 
the ordinary way. To start firing, one 
end of the belt is inserted in the gun, the 
trigger is pulled by the baud once, after 
which the movement becomes continuous 
and automatic as long as the supply of 
cartridges lasts. At each recoil of the bar- 
rel the belt is pushed sufficiently upward 
to bring Uic next cartridge into position; 
the mechanism 
grasps this cartridge, 


draws it from the belt aud passes it on to 
the barrel. Should a faulty or au empty 
cartridge find its way in, and the gun does 
uot go oft' in consequence, there is, of 
course, no recoil io keep up the repenting 
action, and the mechanism ceases to work 
uutil the obstruction is removed.

Autograph on a !Drlck. 


Half, n. century ago there was a brick- 


yard on the north side oC the road nv the 
foot of the Ames hi:), so called, near what 
is now the Messrs. Briggs' tannery. One 
dtiy Ctipt, P. V. Stewart, then 30 years of 
ngo, wiis in that yard, nnd while walking 
around among the uuburncd brick which 
-wero scattered.about lie picked up a sharp 
stick und carelessly wrote tho following 
upon one of them: "F. V. Stewart, 1830." 
This brick,with others, went into the kiln, 
wns burned, and afterward was laid into 
the walls ot the Old South church (erected 
that year). Nothing moro was thought of 
the matter till n short time ago, when, as 
workmen were cleaning the brick from 
tho walls ot tho church burned in tho 
groat firo, tho identical brick was brought 
to light—as perfect in shape ns when laid, 
and with tho inscription upon it as plain 
as print. This valuable relic was care- 
fully preserved by Mrs. J. V. Thwing till 
Mr. Stewart's return from Boston, wliou 
she presented it to him. 
Mr. Stewart Is 


now 80 years of ago, and he says it will 
take a big sura of money to got that brick 
away from him.—Farrinston (>fe.) Chron- 
icle. 


The Hanfpimii of Cologne. 


• The death of Herr Lcrsch, the Jaol: 
Ketch of Cologne, is reported. He would 
siic-rn, from his obituary, to have been a 
^rim eccentric. For many years past he 
lias kept his coffin in his bedroom, lissome 
more eminent men have done.

Lersch utilized the coHin as n. wardrobe, 
iu which ho kept his "Dienst uniform," a 
suit o£ black clothes worn by him when- 
over he was called upon to dispatch a 
Kheiu'sh criminal out of tho world. In 
his lost will he charged his executors to 
tako care that he was buried in his uni- 
form. As tho exsoutioner of Cologne and 
tho Rhino provinces, ho did not use tho 
rope or tho ax, like his collenpnioa in other 
states and provinces o£ the German em- 
pire. He was obliged to finish tho course 
of justice with the guillotine, after the 
old French code, which came into use in 
the Hhir.cland during tho French occupa- 
tion, and which has survived the wars of 
liberation.—Pall Mall Budget.
